It is my sole function to exercise 
those powers conferred on the Fuel 
Administration, to see that an ade- 
quate supply of coal is furnished the 
people of the United States, and to 
gee that in times of stress such as we 
are still unhappily in the midst of 
the prices asked and 
coal are not excessive. 

“We all realize now that in the 
great coal industry the public fs an 
important partner. At one time the 
eperators and mine workers, like 
farmers, considered themselves pe- 
Culiarly independent. But the pub- 
lic has & paramount interest. 

“The people of the United States 
will not consent to pay an excessive 
price for coal. We are all agreed to 
that. but the question now is, ‘What 
if an excessive price?’ Nor will the 
public agree to go without this com- 
modity. 

Need, Must Have, Coal. 

“The people of the United States 
need, must have, and will have coal 
and they will not be prevented by 
anything the operators and miners 
may do unless the Government is 
dissolved into a chaotic condition. 

“The people of the United States 
are willing to pay sufficient to main- 
tain American gtandards, but the 
questions is what are American 
standards? The people want the op- 
erators to haye a just return, but 
what is a just return?” 

Dr Garfield said he was not yet 
prepared to gay what conditions 
could reasonably be made in_ the 
price of coal, as all the necessary 
data was not in hand. One of the 
items not yet determined, he said, 
was that of Federal income taxes for 
1918, which the operators claimed 
should be included in the-cost of op- 
eration. The Government has dis- 
od 

Cost of Production. 

Dr. Garfield expressed regret that 
the operators and miners had not es- 
tablished a permanent body to ad- 
judicate their disputes. Lacking 
that, he said, the question revolved 
around, the cost of production.

AN ECLIPSE OF SUN 
HERE SATURDAY, BUT 
ONLY ORDINARY ONE 


Texans, However, May See An- 
nular Variety, Much Preferred 
by Eclipse Specialists. 

It’s all tin the point of view. St. 
Lout. will have an ordinary eclipse 
of the sun Saturday morning, while 
Texas is seeing an annular, or ring- 
shaped, eclipse. The annular vari- 


ety is much preferred by eclipse 
specialists. 

In the annular style, the eclipsing 
circle of the moon plants itself in 
the center of the sun, as seen from 
the earth, and has a ring of light 
all around it. But as seen from this 
section, the moon will simply push 
itself across the sun’s disk, without 
getting clear of the rim at any 
time. 

Father M. S. Brennan, who has 
figured the local phase, says the 
sun will be seen to rise here in 
eclipse, at 6:50 a. m. The eclipse 
will have begun about 15 minutes 
i before, and will last until 9:02 a. m. 
About 7:49 a. m., the middle point 
of time, the eclipse will be greatest 
here. 

Father Brennan , desciLes the 
eclipse as being a gradual scooping 
away of the sun, followed by. the 
reverse process. St. Louisans with 
smoked glasses may view it, if clouds 
do not prevent. 

In the Texas places where the 
annular phase of the eclipse is vis- 
ible, ‘that phase will begin between 
7:25 and 7:29 a. m., and will last 
three to six minutes. Some of the 
Texas towns where the annular 
phase will be visible are Big Spring, 
Abilene, San Antonio, Beeville, Aus- 
tin, Belton, Cameron, Bryan, Hous- 
ton, Galveston, Beaumont and Port 
Arthur. The annular phase. will 
also be visible in Cuba, Haiti and the 
Island of Trinidad.

COAL STRIKE VICIOUS ATTEMPT 
TO PROFITEER, OPERATOR SAYS 


Harry N. Taylor, president of the 
National Coal Association, in a tele- 
gram sent from Washington to 
American Mining Congress, yesterday 
accused the United Mine Workers of 
a “vicious attempt at deliberate prof- 
iteering,’’ and of a purpose to “re- 
duce production as part pf their 
Soviet doctrine.”’ 

Taylor was prevented, by the 
strike conference in Washington, 
from attending the mining congress. 
He telegraphed, in part: “When we 
are threatened with starvation by a 
coal strike at this time of the year, 
under the existing conditions, it is 
time for the intelligent public to 
wake up. The miners of today are 
autocraticaYy governed through fear 
by their radical officials and business 
agents. 

“No more vicious attempt at de- 
liberate profiteering could be forced 
upon the public than ‘this demand 
made by these radical officials of the 
United Mine Workers for an increase 


of 60 per cent on the present eight-. 


hour seale and a six-hour day for 
five days a week for this increased 
daily rate. Six hours, bank to bank, 
mehns about five hours’ actual work. 

“Radicalism on the part of labor 
or capital cannot be allowed to rule 
the country or be allowed to possess 
the power to oppress all the people.

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CONSERVE THE COAL. 
Announcement yesterday by the St. Louis Regional] 
Fuel Committee that it has begun to make plans for 
fuel conservation gives some assurance, hitherto lack- 
ing, that the committee has a measure of comprehen- 
sion of the crisis which it has the responsibility of 
handling. 
The committee’s announcement that there fs avai]l- 
able only about three weeks’ supply of coal in the 
United States is followed only by certain mild initia] 
steps in conservation. 
It is obvious that if there is available only about 
three weeks’ supply of coal in the United States, 
stringent conservation measures are immediately 
necessary. Such measures should be taken without 
a moment's delay. The fact to be faced is that, al- 
though the strike order has been rescinded by the 
union officials at the command of the Federal Court, 
the strike is still on and there are no indications that 
the miners intend to return to work. The prospect 
of an early agreement between the operators and 
miners which would lead to a resumption of coal 
production is not bright. If the Government takes the 
mines time will be required to work out its policies. 
Conservation means a measure of hardship, but it 
is such hardship as can best be borne and is not to 
be compared to the hardship which will ensue if 
necessary conservation steps are not taken. It is time 
for the Regional Fuel Committee to justify its exist- 
ence.

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A NARROW RULING BARS OUTSIDE CAPITAL. 


When the Standard Tank Car Co., described as a 
$10,000,000 corporation, destred to include Missourt 
within its operating territory, it was refused a license 
by Secretary of State Sullivan for a curious reason. 
Its stock is made up of the so-called no-par-value 
shares, under a form of organization now highly ap- 
proved by publicists and experts on financial prob- 
lems. In other words the shares instead of setting 
forth on their face that they are valued at a specified 
figure, when value is determined, anyway, by business 
success and market conditions, merely convey owner- 
ship to a certain fraction of total capitalization. 

Acting apparently under a section of the law pro- 
viding that foreign corporations shall not be licensed 
in this State if they could not organize as Missouri 
corporations under our own statutes, Mr. Sullivan re- 
fused to authorize the tank car company to do bus!- 
ness in Missouri. But some 12 of our own corpora- 
tions, including the Fulton Iron Works, are already 
organized with stock on a no-par-value basis. Such 
corporations are now very numerous. Aside from Mis- 
souri, only New Mexico rules them out when formed 
under other state laws. 

This ruling, for which no apparent justification can 
be seen, will greatly handicap present efforts to ob- 
tain new industries and new capital.
